Plans in 
Venice 


3-to-1 Federal Funds‘ 
Sought; Zoning Board 
Holds First Meeting 


Final stages in development of 
a Venice housing program to re- 
place extensive areas of sub- 
standard dwellings will be un- 
dertaken within the next 
month to permit the city to 
qualify for federal assistance on 
a 3-to-l basis, Mayor John E. 
Lee told the Venice city council 
in regular meeting Friday night. 

Mayor Lee told council mem- 
bers he had been informed by 
Leo Dailey Associates, St. Louis 
planning engineers engaged to 
make planning studies and pre- 
pare federal grant papers in the 
housing program, that the plan- 
ning firm “is ready to put to- 
gether the final program pack- 
age” necessary to initiate the 
housing plan, 

He emphasized, however, that 
fa series of actions by the city 
will be necessary to comple- 
ment the work of the planning 
firm in meeting all federal re- 
quirements. 

Among these he said is the 
appointment of a Citizens Advis- 
ory Committee that must in- 
clude a representative of every 
established group or, organiza- 
tion in the city, and adoption.by 
the city council of the latest 
building and inspection codes. 
He noted that the latter require+ 
ment will mean a substantial in- 
crease in the future work of city 
inspectors. 

To Increase Inspections 

‘The mayor explained that the 
inspectors no longer will limit 
their work to making investiga- 
tions on the basis of complaints, 
but in the future will be re- 
quired to act on their own initi- 
ative in the inspection of all 
code compliances. 

For this reasop, he said, an 
increase in the new city budget, 
now being prepared, will be nec- 
essary to provide for increased 
inspection duties, 

The city’s new nine-member 
zoning commission held its first 
meeting Friday night, preceding 
the regular council session, and 
plans a joint meeting Wednes- 
day night with the City Plan 
Commission. 

Both the zoning commission 
and plan commission are re- 
quired to be in active operation 
before the city can qualify for 
federal aid;in the housing pro- 
gram. 

Mayor Lee said that in his 
discussion of the program with 
representatives of the planning 
firm, he was informed that the 
city will be divided into two 
categories — an urban renewal 
area for North Venice, and a 
“Code Enforcement” area for 
other sections of the city. 

A code enforcement area, he 
explained, is a section in which 
at least 20% of the residential

Cost of Eagle 


An investigation into potential 
insurance revenue for respond- 
ing to fire alarms in Eagle Park 
Acres was suggested by Venice 
Mayor John E. Lee Friday 
night after the Venice council 
was informed that the Venice 
volunteer fire department, has 
not received any fees for fight- 
ing Eagle Park fires since 1964. 

The report on Venice fire de- 
partment operations in Eagle 
Park was made at the request 
of city officials after recent dis- 
cussions as to whether Venice 
should continue. responding to 
alarms in Eagle Park, which is 
outside the Venice city limits. 
Venice is the only area fire de- 
partment answering Eagle Park 
alarms, Madison discontinued 
making fire calls outside the 
city limits several years ago. 

Mayor Lee told the council in 
regular meeting ‘that he had 
been informed that the Venice 
fire department made 12 calls 
to Eagle Park Acres within the 
past year, using an average of 
11 men on each call and entail- 
ing an overall cost of $976. 

He pointed out that if Eagle 
Park residents want continued 
protection from the Venice de- 
partment they can obtain in- 
surance riders which provide

A hearing on a complaint 
challenging the legality of 
nominating petitions filed by 
acting Mayor Ray Kozielek of 
Madison as a candidate for 
mayor in the special July 28 
election is scheduled at 1:30 
p.m, today in circuit court- 
room Na. 5 at the courthouse in 
Edwardsville. 

The hearing will be conducted 
by the Madison Municipal Elec- 
toral Board whose members 
will include Associate Circuit 
Judge Fred Schuman of Gran- 
ite City sitting in place of 
Kozielek. 

The board normally consists 
of’ the mayor, the city clerk 
and the city council aldermen 
who has the longest period of 
service. But since it is the 
mayor’s candidacy at issue, 
Judge Schuman was appointed 
by Chief Circuit Judge Joseph 
Barr to replace Kozielek on 
the electoral board. 

The hearing board thus will 
be made up of Judge Schuman, 
City Clerk John Bellcoff and 
Fifth Ward Alderman John 
Haynes. 

Signatures Called Faulty 

The complaint against Kozie- 
lek’s petition was filed with the 
city clerk by Donald Bridick, 
1125 McCambridge avenue. He 
charged that it is his belief 
Kozielek’s petitions are faulty 
because there are signatures on 
them that “were not, in fact, 
signed by the various persons 
whose names appear,” and 
that some signatures “were 
written by a person or persons 
other than the persons whose 
names appear” on the petition 
forms. 

Candidate petitions for the 
mayor’s office in Madison 
must contain a minimum of 118 
signatures and not more than 
188. Kozielek’s petitions bear a 
total of 175 signatures. 

The objections to Kozielek’s 
petitions is viewed in Madison 
political circles as the opening 
gun in a hotly-contested cam- 
paign between Kozielek and 
Mike Sasyk, president of the 
board of police and fire com- 
missioners.

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June 15 Deadline to Seek 
Exemption on Assessment 


Assessing officials of the 
Quad-City area warned today 
that householders who have not 
yet filed application for the per- 
sonal property assessment ex- 
emption on furniture «and one 
pleasure car must do so by 
Monday, June 15. 

Assessors pointed out that a 
number of instances have de- 
veloped in which residents who 
were not at home when deputy 
assessors called, either failed 
to: find the exemption applica- 
tion form that was left for them, 
or have failed to mail it to their 
respective township assessing 
office. 

The exemption, which will ap- 
ply to this year’s personal prop- 
erty valuations for tax-billing 
purposes in 1971, is permitted 
under legislation approved in 
1969. It calls for exemption from 
the personal property assess- 
ment rolls of the household fur- 
nishings in a home and’ one 
auto used by a family for pleas- 
ure purposes. 

Application for the exemp- 
tion must be made by the 
taxpayer, however. The ex- 
emption is not automatic 


' 


and if no application form is 
filed with the township as- 
sessor, the assessment re- 
duction will not be allowed. 
Made Usual Assessment 

Deputy assessors were re- 
quired to make this year’s per- 
sonal property assessment as 
usual. At the same time, how- 
ever, they distributed applica- 
tion forms for the exemption to 
householders as they made their 
assessing calls. If householders 
were not at home, the exemp- 
tion form was. left for the tax- 
payer. 

James Barton, Granite City 
township assessor, said it is 
these forms that have not: yet 
been returned that he is at- 
tempting to get into the office 
by next Monday’s deadline. 
John Bridick, Venice township 
assessor, and Joseph Cohan, as- 
sessor of Nameoki township, 
also have set June 15 deadlines 
for the same purpose.

Victim Found 3 Hours

Miss Honora Kathleen Foley, 
36, East St. Louis, died early 
Saturday in a traffic crash on 
Highway 111, nine-tenths of a 
mile north of Interstate 70, 
Twenty-three. persons were in- 
jured in a total of 30 area ac- 
cidents during the weekend.

The, accident is believed to 
have occurred about 3 a.m, Sat- 
urday. The wrecked auto was 
not discovered until about 6:15 
a.m. Granite City firemen 
were called to the scene at 6:45 
a.m. to a! . Foley was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Her remains were taken to 
an East St. Louis funeral home, 
and funeral services are set for 
10 a.m. Tuesday at St. Philip’'s 
Church, East St. Louis,

An unruly crowd of 250 to 300

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Venice Tribute Resolution 
Introduced in Congress 


The’ U.S., Congress recently 
received, without objection, a 
resolution urging local authori- 
ties, veterans and civic groups, 
and individual citizens ‘across 
the Nation to adopt a policy of 
flying the flag of the United 
States at half-mast as final trib- 
ute to any local serviceman 
who dies in the service of his 
country: 

The joint resolution was insti- 
gated by the flag-lowering trib- 
ute adopted by the city of 
Venice earlier this year. It was 
introduced recently in the U.S. 
Senate by Sen. “Ralph Tyler 
Smith (R-Alton), with the House 
of Representatives concurring 
in its enactment. In line with 
Congressional procedure, the 
measure was referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. 

The resolution was entered in 
the Congressional Record, to- 
gether with letters writen to 
Sen. Smith from Steve Conko- 
vich, Amvets Post 51 public re- 


lations officer, and clippings of + 


several news items which ap- 
peared in the Press-Record. 
The news stories concerned 
the Feb. 28 recognition cere- 
mony at which National Amvets 
Commander Robert Gomulinski 
of Washington, D. C., presented 
the city of Venice a plaque 
commemorating its patriotic 
gesture, 
Timeliness Noted 
In submitting the concurrent 
resolution, Sen. Smith called at- 
tention to its timeliness . . . 
“In these days of debate, \dem- 
onstration, and dissent about 
America’s Southeast Asian 
policies. + 
“For, although these policies 
have in fact generated disagree- 
ment across a broad spectrum 
of American society, they have 
never generated anything but 
empathy, respect and deepest 
gratitude for the sacrifice and 
virtue of the brave American 
fighting men who daily risk — 
and daily give — their: lives in 
the service of their country. 
‘Their devotion to duty, their 
| honor, courage and patriotism, 
are an example to all of us; 
and there dare not be a single 
one of us — whether Republican 
jor Democrat, ‘dove’ or 
“hawk,” young or old — who 
fails to revere their sacrifice . . . 
Sen, Smith continued — ‘The 
resolution I offer today is based 
on the “Venice tribute" to our 
fallen American Heroes. The 
good people of Venice, Ill., who 
know, firsthand and all too well, 
the sacrifices of our fighting 
|men, their families and their 
communities, have adopted a 
moving ordinance. 
| “It provides that the Ameri- 
| can flag be flown at. half-mast 
on all public buildings to honor 
any serviceman who has. lost 
his life in combat or military 
service, from the time his body 
| arrives’ at home unti} after his 
| burial or funeral service... 
| |, Tribute Idea Spreading 
{It is not surprising that this 
humble tribute to America’s 
|real heroes is spreading 
| throughout a grateful nation, 
| that it is being hailed by vet- 
|erans’ organizations, private 
| citizens, and public officials 
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alike. It is a.simple tribute, but 
a touching one . 

“In a small town or a large 
one, the half-masted flag stands 
a silent vigil, reminding: pass- 
ersby of the ultimate sacrifice 
of a young man from next door, 
or down the block, or across 
town, evoking their sorrow, 
their respect, their feelings of 
loss and compassion—their per- 
sonal rededication to those 
American principles for which 
that man and his family have 
given all. 

“Mr. President, I urge my

Text of Resolution 

The resolution (Senate Con- 
current Resolution 69) reads as 
follors: 

“Whereas, the United States 
is presently engaged in military 
operations beyond the borders, 
and 

“Whereas, in the course of 
these operations American serv- 
icemen are displaying great 
courage, honor, patriotism and 
devotion to duty, and many are 
selflessly giving their lives in 
the service of their Country, 
and 

“Whereas, the flying of the 
flag of the United States at 
half-mast has traditionally de- 
noted ‘final tribute to one who 
has dedicated his life to the un- 
selfish service of his Country; 

“Now, therefore, be it re- 
solved by the Senate (the House 
of Representatives concurring); 
that it is the sense of the Con- 
gress that in each community, 
town, or city of the United 
States to which the body of an 
American serviceman is or 
would be returned for burial or 
memorial service of his Coun- 
try, it shall be appropriate to 
fly the flag of the United States 
at half-mast as a final tribute 
of sorrow, gratitude, and unity, 
from the time his body shall 
arrive until his burial or me- 
morial service, or for such other 
reasonable time as may be pre- 
scribed by local authorities. 

“The Congress urges local 
authorities, veterans and civic 
groups, and all citizens, to adopt 
and participate in a simple and 
dignified final tribute to each 
local American serviceman who 
has died in combat or in. the 
service of his Country.” 


SS Benefits in County 
$2.6 Million Monthly 


Social Security benefits paid 
to Madison county recipients 
amounted to a total of $2,698,- 
000 per month at the end of 
1969, according to a report by 
Ralph Brasher, social security 
district manager. 

A benefit increase effective 
last Dec. 30 raised the monthly 
rate of payment by 15% for 
29,686 social security benefici- 
aries in Madison county, 
Brasher said. 

Of the total number of bene- 
ficiaries in Madison county, 18,- 
467 are retired workers and 
their dependents. Another 7769 
are receiving benefits as sur- 
vivors of workers who have 
died, and 2625 are getting bene- 
fits as disabled workers or the 
dependents of disabled workers. 

Brasher noted that while the 
majority of recipients are old- 
er people, about one out of ev- 
ery four is under the age of 60. 

In the state of Illinois, Brash- 
er said, 251,435 persons under 
60 are collecting social security 
payments each month,’ and of 
these, 141,734 are under 18, re- 
ceiving payments ‘because a 
working mother or father has 
died, or is getting disability or 
retirement benefits.

Milam Corp. Named In 
State Landfill Suit 


Milam Corporation, which 
formerly operated a one-acre 
landfill near Cahokia in St. 
Clair county, has been named 
defendant in a suit charging the 
firm with failure to cover the 
waste matter with earth as re- 
quired by law. 

The suit, filed in circuit 
court at Belleville, was initiated 
by Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 
at the request of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health 
after a series of on-the-site in- 
spections showed that compli- 
ance requests allegedly were 
ignored. 

The suit charges the corpora- 
tion abandoned its refuse opera- 
tions at the site more than a 
year ago but failed to cover the 
wastes with two feet of earth. 
The complaint also states the 
company ignored compliance 
requests although the firm was 
given six months to correct the 
situation. 

The six-month deadline ex- 
pired Jan. 27, 1969, The health 
department asks penalties of 
$100 for the first day of viola- 
tion on that date, and additional 
penalties’ for every day of vio- 
lation thereafter. The complaint 
also asks that Milam be or- 
dered to pay costs of the court 
proceeding. 


April Food Benefits 
Worth $7.6 Millions 


About 319,000 persons in the 
102 counties of Illinois received 
food assistance through the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
Food Stamp program during 
April, according to Dennis M. 
Doyle, midwest regional direc- 
tor of the Food ‘and Nutrition 
Service, 

The total included 285,737 on 
public aid and 32,865 other 
low-income persons, Doyle said. 

During April, Ilinois partici- 
pants received nearly $7.6 mil- 
lions worth of food coupons, of 
which about $3.5 millions were 
bonus coupons. This represent- 
ed a bonus average of $10.92 
per person 


Traffic Deaths Jump 100% 
In 5 Months of This Year 


The ratio of traffic fatalities 
in the Quad-City area rose sub- 
stantially during May and for 
the first five months of. this 
year over comparative figures 
of last month and a year ago, 
statistics showed today, while 
the number of traffic accidents 
and personal injury cases fol- 
lowed a fairly stable pattern. 

‘Three persons died in traffic 
accidents last month, an in- 
crease of three over no fatali- 
ties reported in the previous 
month of April. It also was an 
increase of three traffic deaths 
over the month of M 1969, 
when no fatal accidents oc- 
curred in the area. 

The May traffic fatalities in- 
creased to 12 the number of 
persons ‘who have died in Quad- 
City area accidents so far this 
year, an increase of 100% over 
the six fatalities occuring dur- 
ing the same period. in 1969. 
‘April was the only month thus 
far this, year in which there 
have been no fatalities. 

One person died in a traffic 
accident in January, five in 
February, three in March and 
three during May. During 1969, 
four persons were Killed in ac- 
cidents in January, one in Feb- 
ruary and one in March, with 
none in either April or May, 
for a total of six in the five 
month period. 

Injury Cases Increase 

The 216 accidents during May 
was an increase of 15 over the 
201 reported in April, and a de- 
crease of 12 below the 228 oc- 
curing in May, 1969. The 130 
persons injured last month was 
an increase of 11 over the 119 
injury cases in April, but two 
less than the 132 persons in- 
jured in May last year. 

May traffic accidents in- 
creased to 1097 the total num- 
ber of mishaps for the five 
months of the year thus far, or 
25 less than the 1112 accidents 
occurring during the same pe- 


iod of 1969. The 130 personal in- 
jury cases resulting from May 
accidents brought to 518 the to- 
tal number of accident injury 
victims during the five months, 
or 45 less than the 563 injured 
during the like period of last 
year: 

The number of accidents dur- 
ing May was exceeded by those 
of January, when 262 mishaps 
were reported, and February, 
when 221 accidents occurred in 
the area. 

The 130 injury cases during 
May, however, was the largest 
of any single month this year. 
Although January had the larg- 
est total of accidents with 262, 
only 109 persons were injured. 
In the 221 accidents in Febru- 
ary, 94 injury cases resulted. 
In March, when there were 197 
area accidents, 74 injuries re- 
sulted, while in April a total of 
201 accidents resulted in 119 
injuries.

BOURBON 
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Strongest Anti-Pollution Law in 
Nation Effective in State July 1 


(Springtield Scene) 


Begining July 1, 1970, Illinois 
will become a leader in the 
effort to clean up and maintain 
a clean, healthful environment 
when the strongest antipollu- 
tion law in the nation goes into 
effect. 


Action on the Environmental ~ 


Protection Act and supporting 
legislation came late in. the 
spring session after a Senate 
amendment clarifying the Act 
was adopted. 

The amendment, which atf- 
"fects several sections of the 
Act, was worked out between 
representatives of the Gover- 
nor’s office, the Attorney Gen- 
erals office and various busi- 
ness and agriciltural organiza- 
tions to clarify and tighten 
loose language in the original 
bill. 

Modifications made to clar- 
ify, strengthen and improve the 
bill include 

1, Elimination of user charges 
for the emission of air, water 
or solid waste contaminents, 

2. Elimination of private suits 
to seek monetary damages 
from alleged pollutors. 

3. Elimination of a provision 
shifting the burden of proof 
from the plaintiff to the defend- 
ant, 

4, Protection of trade secrets 
or secret manufacturing pro- 
cesses from public inspections 
of records and files. 

5. Tightening of the definition 
of air pollution. 

6. Elimination of the prohib- 
tion for the sale or use of any 
article which might cause a 
waste disposal burden. 

7. A requirement that mem- 
bers of the Pollution Control 
Board be technically qualified. 

8. Clarification of language on 
setting permit fees. 

9, Preyention of unwarranted 
entry onto private property 
without a search warrant, 

10. Clarification of powers 
and responsibilities of local gov- 
ernments to allow them to con- 
tinue to enforce local ordin- 
arices but not allow them to 
have stronger standards than 
the state. 


David Currie, the Gover- 
nor’s co-ordinator for en- 
vironmental quality and 
author of the bill, praised 
business and industry for a 
“progressive” and “coop- 
erative” attitude in produc- 
ing a bill “in some areas, 
in an improved form’ from 
the original draft, 


“The business community dis- 
played—during the drafting of 
the -final bill—what previous- 
ly I would have considered 
an unbelievable degree of con- 
cern and responsibility,” Currie 
said shortly after final passage. 

“Much of the language used 
by objectors to the (amended) 
bills is political claptrap. 

“To say. that ‘the pollutors 
won the fight’ is to betray 
either the grossest kind of ig- 
norance of the state of the law 
and the practices in the anti- 
pollution field—or a shoddy use 
of this historic bill as the ve- 
hicle for political quackery.” 

The Environmental Protection 
‘Act encompasses all facets of 
environmental pollution controls 
and is the strongest in the 
United States. 

When the bill was first intro- 
duced about one month ago, no 
one — including the legislators 
— had seen or had a chance to 
know or examine its provisions. 

In the haste‘of the shortened 
off-year session, the bill quickly 
passed the House. Private or- 
ganizations recognized some 
basic weaknesses, mainly be- 
cause of the complicated and 
technical nature of the subject. 

Through a united effort, they 
foined in seeking language 
clarifications, many of which 
were included in the passed 
bill.

Questions 
raised as to the advisabil- 
ity of Shaving three wholly 
independent state’ agencies 
instead of a single state 
board, 


This could causé a con- 
fusing overlapping of juris- 
dictional authority and fail 
to achieve the uniformity 
in enforcement which the 
act purports to establish. 
A single, strong board to 
act as an umbrella author- 
ity could be more effective. 
The amendments did streng- 
then several significant areas 
of the Act, particularly in the 
area of overlapping local jur- 
isdictions, 

In its original form, local 
units could ‘have been certified 
by the state to have primary 


responsibility in their areas of 
jurisdiction. 

It created the possibility of a 

wide variety of confusing, over- 
lapping or contradictory stand- 
ards being set by various local 
officials. 
This was corrected by delet- 
ing the provision but charging 
all local law enforcement offi- 
cials with authority to issue 
citations, thus giving local gov- 
ernments retention of their en- 
forcement powers. 

However, there still may be 
specific, unforeseen situations 
where jurisdictional disputes 
may have to be further clari- 
tied through additional legisla- 
tion, 

What are some of the provi- 
sions business must comply 
with under the Act? 

All individuals still have the 
right to: report pollution viola- 
tions to the Board, which will 
allow oral.or written testimony 
from anyone, and the Board 
can act immediately. 

However, the claimant must 
be able to prove the alleged 
pollutor has violated the Act’s 
provisions. 

Legal action could be started 
by any person even though a 
firm was in compliance with 
.the rules and regulations estab- 
lished. Under the amended 
language, compliance with such 
regulations constitutes a prima 
facie defense to any legal 
action. 

If a person files a complaint 
against an alleged pollutor, and 
the Control Board takes no 
action within 30 days of the 
filing of the complaint, any 
person has the right to sue for 
injunctive relief—or, if dissat- 
isfied with the Board’s ruling, 
seek judicial review. 

A provision of the original bill 
giving persons the right: to sue 
for monetary damages with the 
burden of proof of innocence 
shifted to the defendant, was 
eliminated. 

In making its orders and de- 
terminations, the Control Board 
must take into consideration all 
facts .and circumstances bear- 
ing on the reasonableness of 
the emissions, discharges or de- 
posits involved, as well as all 
existing physical, technical and 
economic conditions. 

Any individual can present 
proposals for the adoption, 
amendment, or repeal of Board 
regulations. 

The Act provides for ade- 
quate public hearings — posted 
in advance — before substant- 
ive rules can be adopted, 

The user charges included 
in the original bill were 
interpreted as a license to 
pollute and contrary to the 
objectives of the act and 
were eliminated. 


Added to the Act was a 
provision requiring any per- 
son causing the death of 
aquatic life to be liable for 
damages and pay the rea- 
sonable value of the fish 
destroyed. 

Also added was language 
tightening the rules allowing 
public inspection of the Board's 
files and records to protect any 
information which constitutes a 
trade secret, information priv- 
ileged against introduction in a 
judicial proceeding, and infor- 
mation on secret manufacturing 
processes. 

Permits must be obtained 
from _ the Environmental 
Protection Agency for the 
construction, installation or 
operation of any equipment 
capable of causing pollution. 


The original act allowed the 
Agency to deny a permit by not 
taking action on a permit re- 
quest within 45 days of filing. 

‘The new language now places 
the burden on the Board and if 
it has not acted within 90 days, 
the permit is deemed issued. 

The same is true in the ap- 
plication for a variance. 

However, permits still must 
be obtained before any new dis- 
charge is made into a receiv- 
ing body of water, as well as 
for constructing any sewage 
or treatment facility for any 
contaminents into a stream, 
river or lake. 

If a business is considered to 
be polluting the air or water, 
the Agency can require the in- 
stallation and operation of mon- 
itoring equipment. 

For violation of the act, strict 
penalties of a $10,000 fine and/- 
or an additional penalty of up 
to a $1000-a-day fine for each 
day the violation continues can 
be imposed. % 

The State’s Attorney in each 
county or the Attorney General 
can bring legal action.

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Steelworkers, Firms Need Public Backing 
To Halt Serious Scrap Metal Export Trend 


The United Steelworkers of America and 
40 steel producers, including Laclede Steel Co., 
are voicing justified concern over the worsening 
shortage of scrap iron and steel and the severe 
price uptrend, resulting from soaring exports 
of the vital raw material. 

Laclede, which has been operating “‘in the 
red" while breaking in new equipment, has seen 
its hopes for financial recuperation dimmed by 
the unprecedent gap between the amount of 
scrap needed and the amount available. In a 
Category of U. S. industries which collectively 
earned only $883 ‘million last year, the price 
level which has been reached would wipe out 
more than $500 million of that figure in 1970. 

An effort has been made to persuade the 
U. S. Commerce Department to limit scrap ex- 
ports by using a law passed for this purpose, 
The Export Administration Act of 1969. How- 
ever, action is likely to be taken in Washing- 
ton only if enough senators, congressmen and 
administration officials become convinced that 
Immediate ferrous scrap export controls are nec- 
essary to help control inflation and unemploy- 
ment. 

Jobs are at stake. So is the vitality of an 
essential segment of U. S. manufacturing—the 
steel firms which specialize in certain product 
categories rather than handling the range of 
steelmaking in which they could operate without 
scrap metal by adapting to ore and other 
sources . 

The need is clear. But in a democracy, 
some problems cannot be solved until a large 
number of people become aware of them and 
write, telephone and visit their elected repre- 
sentatives. The steelworkers and companies are 
now calling on the public to do just that. 


Lifting of Long Fund Freeze Will Enable

Lifting of the Madison-St. Clair counties 
highway construction freeze after nearly two 
years is extremely good news. 

The fund cutoff, unprecedented in the 
nation, had done great harm, as anyone knows 
who has traveled recently over Route 203 be- 
tween Pontoon road and Interstate 270. This 
was one of the widening and improvement 
projects which had been delayed, and the con-

teriorated to such an extent that motorists 
hesitated to drive their vehicles over it. 

A plan devised by Governor Ogilvie as a

ment. 

Contractors, minority representatives, some 
unions and the state and federal governments 
have approved it and Harold Gruenberg, at- 
torney for several craft unions, has predicted 
they will support the plan, pointing out that 
clauses affecting the collective bargaining proc- 
ess have been revised in an equitable manner. 

The governor and his staff deserve much 
credit for achieving the required compromise, as 
does Gene H. Sternberg sr., Granite City con- 
tractor who devoted much time, thought and 
effort. U. S. Senator Ralph T. Smith helped 
measurably through frequent contacts with 
members of the President's Cabinet.

TRAILER PLACED ON LOT 
WITHOUT AUTHORIZATION 


To the Editor: 

‘You can’t fight city hall, but 
some property owners on Persh- 
ing avenue and Victory drive 
are trying. 

Listen to this, property own- 
ers of Granite City: If the trail- 
er that moved in the 2900 block 
of Pershing can do so without 
a permit, why can't any trailer 
move on any lot in our city? 

The law requires that to place 
@ single trailer on a lot, the 
owner must obtain approval of 
70% of the property owners 
within a 300-foot radious of his 
trailer. This is the law accord- 
ing to the city ordinances of 
Granite City. 

The city building inspector, a 
mayoral appointee, was. told by 
the city council to order the 
trailer off the lot. Thus far, he 
has not done this. 

“Why?”, we asked. Because, 
in his words, “I take my orders 


from the mayor. I'm an old 
man and I’ve been around. I 
don’t intend to do anything.” 

Are there two laws in Granite 
City—one for the privileged and 
one for the peons? 

Trailers pay very little prop- 
erty tax, and they grossly de- 
value the property of anyone 
near them. 

We, as a group of citizens, 
submitted a petition to the city 
council with signatures of more 
than 30%, of the property own- 
ers in the area—more like 70% 
—saying that we objected to the 
trailer. 

So, little effort has been 
done. The city attorney, build- 
ing inspector and mayor—law 
enforcers — may be convinced 
they can “‘let this one ride.”’ 

We taxpaying property own- 
ers are determined that the law 
will be enforced. We want to 
thank the aldermen for support- 
ing our case, but there was 
little they could do, since they 
are the lawmakers and not the 
law enforcers of our city. 

Many trailer owners are 
watching our case. 

If this trailer stays, others 
will be moving in—maybe in 
that empty lot next to you, 

roperty owners. We think 
something should be done.

GRANITE CITY POLICE 
ABLY FIGHTING CRIME 
To the Editor: 

1 would like to express my 
appreciation and a few words 
of praise to the Granite City 
police department for a job 
well done. 

In these troublesome times, 
when dissent and controversy 
grab the headlines, and give 
lip-service to “law and order” 
but fail to do anything about it 
as individual citizens, it is good 
to know that there is a fine, 
capable police department do- 
ing their job every day—often 
under seemingly insurmount- 
able handicaps. 

Twice within recent weeks I 
had occasion to see, at first 
hand, the fast and efficient op- 
eration of the Granite City de- 


partment in the capture and 
jailing of suspects almost with- 
in minutes of the commission 
of a holdup and later of a bur- 
glary. 

Of course, what the average 
citizen doesn’t know is the tre- 
mendous amount of time and 
work involved after the cap- 
ture. 

The follow-up investigations, 
the statements and descriptions 
of the incidents, plus the many 
hours required in court pro- 
ceedings—and the latter done 
on the policeman’s own time 
without pay. 

In the particular case I was 
witness to, the officers put in 
a 9 pm. to 5 a.m. shift and 
then had to go to Juvenile 
Court at 8 a.m. and spent most 
of that day either testifying or 
waiting for their case to be 
heard. 

Many words could be written 
about the inadequacies of our 
legal and court systems, how a 
poorly prepared prosecution or 
incompetent prosecutor can lose 
an apparent “open - and - shut’” 
case because he didn‘t have 
time to prepare the case—after 
the police had spent hours on 
the case only to see it lost on a 
legal technicality. 

The unfortunate truth is that 
the police are underpaid for 
the time and risks involved in 
their everyday tasks. Their 
equipment is inadequate and 
out-of-date. 

The department is «under- 
manned compared to other cit- 
ies of like size (Alton has 40%, 
more police officers than Gran- 
ite City). 

And in spite of all this we 
have one of the best operations 
in the county, with dedicated, 
honest and able men directing 
and staffing the force despite 
the frustrations and danger 
they face every day. 

In order to keep this depart- 
ment at this level, they need 
the help and cooperation of ev- 
ery citizen and taxpayer when- 
ever that help is requested in 
the fight against crime in Gran- 
ite City as well as the entire 
U.S.A.

What About That Public Aid Budget? 


In discussing the state budget with citizens across the 
state, questions frequently are asked on public aid. How 
much is being spent?-What is the increase? What can be 


done about it? 


Of the total state budget of $5 billion, approximately 17 
per cent ($859 million) will be spent on public aid. 

‘The increase is $185 million over the last appropriation, 
or $207 million over actual expenditures for the current 
fiscal year. In percentage terms, that means an increase for 
public aid of between 27% and 31%, depending on which 


of the above figures are used, 


Here is a breakdown of what public aid goes for: 

Aid to families with dependent children, $314 million. 
Medical assistance, $267 million. 

Aid to the aged, blind or disabled, $97 million. 

General assistance (for those who don't fall in the above 


categories); $94 million, 


Administration, $62 million. 


Adult training and child care, $13 million. 
Experimental projects, $3 million. 
| The balance is composed of smaller funds. 


‘The two major increases 


are for aid to families with 


dependent children (an $84 million hike) and medical as-° 
sistance (a $56 million hike). i 

Sen. John Lanigan of Chicago proposed two amendments 
in the Senate which were accepted by that body which 
‘could ultimately reduce the appropriations slightly. The 
first called for more aggressive promotion of birth control 
by the department among recipients, and the second a 
miximum of $560 a month per family for all future recip- 
ients. About one per cent now exceed the $560 figure, those 


with large families. 


But more fundamental attacks on the problem are 
needed, attacks that solve the basic problems which those 
on aid face, as well as the financial problems. 


President's Nixon’s proposals for changing the welfare 
system recognize the need for some basic changes, whether 


you agree fully or not, 


Recently I talked with a fourth-generation aid recipient 
—the first time I had that experience. 


‘That in itself is a confession of substantial failure, both 
sto the recipients and the taxpayers. 


Recognizing the bankruptcy of present policies is not 


difficult. 


Proposing constructive alternatives is more difficult, but 
that difficult route must be trayeled. 


State Scholarships Broadened 


(Tri-City and Mlinois Bar Associations) 


State scholarships which are 
available ‘to Illinois veterans of 
the armed services may now be 
used at public junior colleges 
as well as at public senior col- 
leges and state-controlled uni- 
versities, 

A change in the law made by 
the 1969 General Assembly per- 
mits state scholarships to be 
used to pay tuition for any kind 
of instruction at a junior col- 
lege. The scholarship may also 
cover some fees, 

Generally, any veteran who 
served in the armed services 
during world war I, or any time 
after Sept, 16, 1940, is eligible 
for a state scholarship provided 
he was honorably discharged 
after at least one year of serv- 
ice or was discharged because 
of a service-connected disabil- 
ity. 

A veteran must have been a 


resident of Illinois when he en- 
tered the service or at least six 
months prior to enlistment or in- 
duction, or he must have been 
attending an Illinois public col- 
lege or university when he en- 
tered service. 

Prior to the recent change in 
the law, the scholarship could 
be used only at a public senior 
college or state university. Now, 
the scholarship may be used at 
any public junior college in Illi- 
nois. 

The student may carry a 
full program or only one or 
two courses at a time, How- 
ever, his scholarship is good 
only for a four-year period 
of study, 

Enrollment of junior colleges 
next fall is expected to total 
175,000; as many as 10% of the 
students: enrolling may be vet- 
erans,

708 Asks Clinic 
Board to Meet 


J. J. Gramlich, chairman of 
the Madison County Mental 
Health 708 Board, has scheduled 
discussion of the Granite City 
clinic for a meeting of his board 
at 7:30 p.m. tomorrow: at the 
courthouse in Edwardsville, 

The possibility of releasing 
budgeted county funds, which 
have been cut off by the 708 
Board, was mentioned by Gram- 
lich in a letter dated June 3 and 
sent to Harold Thomas as 
chairman of the Quad-City Cen- 
ter board. 

However, Gramlich indicated 
that the 708 Board hopes to play 
a part in picking Quad-City Cen- 
ter board members and a new 
executive director for the local 
clinic, 

Gramlich said an April 29 let- 
ter requesting a meeting with 
the local board was not an- 
swered, prompting the June 3 
letter and the setting of the 
June 9 meeting date, 

Gramlich suggests that the 
local board ‘‘and others iinter- 
ested in the Granite City clinic” 
appear at the 708 meeting. 

“We understand that Mr. (Ed- 
win) Reiske and Leo Konzen 
have been discussing the possi- 
ble reorganization of the Gran- 
ite City board and we would 
like to resolve this and such 
other problems as we have as 
early as possible,” Gramlich 
said. He noted that the agenda 
will include: 

“1. We would like to discuss 
the organization of the board. 
We have no objection to the 
number of people on the board, 
but we believe it would be in 
your best interest if you had an 
executive committee of seven or 
nine people who could transact 
all necessary business. 

“2. We also feel that your or- 
ganization should reconsider the 
resignations of anyone who has 
resigned. In line with this, we 
might suggest the names pf 
Judge George Moran, Judge 
William Beatty, Leo Konzen, 
Mrs. Fred Haug, Dr, E. H. 
Theis, some representative of 
labor or. perhaps others. 

“3, The appointment of a 
new director. The 708 Board 
would have more confidence in 
the administration of the clinic 
if we could agree with your 
agency on the appointment of 
your director. In line with this, 
it might be advisable to appoint 
an interim director, who would 
serve only to the end of this 
fiscal year, 

“4. Assuming we reach agree-, 
ment on the above, we would 
immediately be in a position to 
consider in detail a budget for 
the balance of the year. 

“We hope that this will con- 
clude our difficulties and I want 
to extend to you the 708 Board’s 
best wishes for the future.” 

The 708 Board has been block- 
ing release of a $100,000 yearly 
appropriation since last Decem- 
ber after demanding that the 
clinic director be fired. The 
clinic has remained open with 
an increase in funds from the 
state, which opposed the 708 
Board’s ultimatum. Later, the 
director reported that he plans 
to resign. :
